held in Claresholm on Monday 
September the 8th, is one of

We have been hearing 


about this interesting movement | 
from time to time but so far as} 


we are aware this is the first oc- 
casion which has been devoted 
exclusively to the explanation of 
the movement and the discussion 
of the Child) Problem This 
movement has made great strides 
in Great Britain, New Zealand, 
United States, Belgium, France 
and other countries but is only 
recently taking hold in Canada. 
Alberta is the firat province in 
which a special secretary has 
been appointed for this work. 
Some seventeen months ago the 
Alberta Social Service League 
recognizing the vital importance 
of this work, appointed a special 
secretary for child welfare work, 
prevailing upon Rev. E. S. Bish- 
op to undertake the task of or- 
ganizing and promoting a prov- 
ince wide campaign of education 
along these lines. 

For something over fifteen 
months Mr. Bishop has been de- 
voting his entire time to this 
work. Travelling extensively 
throughout the province and in- 
troducing the movement by 
means of sermons, addresses, lec- 
tures, child) welfare institutes, 
distributing free literature, writ- 
ing press articles, ete.. and he re- 
ports wide spread and growing 
interest in the subject. 

Mr. Bishop is of course well 
known in Claresholm, having 
been a frepuent visitor here dur- 


ing his pastorate in) Nanton, 
Macleod and Calgary; but he 
has not yet visited here in’ his 


new capacity. According to the 
announcement he is to preach 
on Sunday September 7th tn the 
Presbyterian church in the morn- 
ing and in the Methodist church 
in the evening, and in connection 
with the Child Weltare Institute 
session on Monday. he will lead 
a discussion at. the afternoon 
session on the “Practical Prob- 
lems of Parenthood.”
